Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-3, 5- 
12, 14, and 16-23 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
processes including the regeneration of the resin in the membrane process tank 
containing the membrane, or the separation of resin using a high gradient magnetic 
filter, or the apparatus adapted for performing the resin treatment and separation, as 
claimed in claimed in claims 1, 5, 10, and dependent claims. The prior art of record 
teaches removing organic from water by treating with magnetic resin in combination 
with membrane previous to the membrane treatment or simultaneously, providing the 
membrane within the tank containing the resin and regenerating the resin within the 
tank is not suggested (AU 199534657 B2). Article "Removal of natural Organic matter-a 
fresh approach" teaches combining magnetic resin and immersed membrane, this 
article has a publication date of 2002, and is not prior art. This Article does not suggest 
the regeneration of the resin within the tank, or separation or the resin by magnetic 
filtration. Reference to Benedek et al teaches using adsorbents in an immersed 
membrane system; the regeneration of the material with the tank and the separation by 
magnetic filtration is not suggested.
